far more necessary is an increase of 
production and a controlled distribution 
which will ensure the sufficiency Aí 
supplies everywhere 

Sufficiency may not mean as rich 
as every one would desire to have, but 
it must mean that public services and 
industry and houses have enough for 
their essential needs There have 
to be economy, there may be need for 
rationing the domestic user more 
thosca) than was possible in the 
improvised 'scheme last “winter, aud 
certainly there will have to be a regula- 
tion cf deliveries so that reserves may 
be distributed not with wt aye but 
in relation to requiremen and the 
accessibility of supplies in all condi- 
tions of weather and transport. —

much coal will be produced, _Uniess 


=e the outlook for the winter will 
e decidedly unpleasant. Output will - 
not be brought up to the required 
standard unless the number of miners 
at the coal-face is increased. Twenty- 
five thousand good men would, it is 
estimated, make all the difference, but 
they must be good men, physically fit, 
and experienced coal-getters. For some 
time past the output of coal has been 
at the rate of 200,000,000 tons a year. 
and it ought to be at least 225, 000 
tons. Miners must be brought back 
from the other industries to ich they 
have migrated—sometimes ister tg i 
were without regular employment 
their own industry, and sometimes be- 
cause they were attracted by the re- 
ports of high wages paid to munition 
workers.

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AXIS AGENTS IN MEXICO 
PROTEST AGAINST 
“BLACK bt” 
From Revrer’s ConresPonpanr. 


BERIIN, Tuesday. 
Considerable surprise has been ex- 
ressed in Berlin at the. Mexican 
oreign Minister’s reply to the German 
note protesting against President 
Roosevelt's “' black list.” of firms en- 
ed as agents for Germany or Italy 
in Mexico. The Minister's note, says 
the German Foreign Office organ, 
Dienst aus Dewtachland, cannot be said 
to be in accordanee with international 
practice, nor does it constitute an 
adequate reply, “ The German Minis- 
ter,” it adds, “took up the subject 
of the ‘black list’ with reference to 
both Mexican and international Jaw, 
pointing out the serious injury which 
this system would cause to German 
trade in Mexico. The German Minister 
also. made various proposals to the 
Mexican Government in his note with 
a view to avoiding such damage to 
German trade,’’ 
Germany's note urged the Mexican 
Government to protest to President 
Roosevelt against his ‘‘ black list’ of 
individuals and firms engaged as agents 
for Germany or Italy with whom 
Americans are forbidden to trade in 
Mexico, The Mexican Government not 
only refused to make any such protest, 
but expressed its sympathy with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's measure.
